ARMINGTON, July 15.— President Harding person­ 
ally intervened today in the railroad strike situation but the 
success of his efforts to remedy situations now admitted gen­ 
erally by government officials to be serious will remain un­ 
determined until next week when the officers of the United 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Employes and shop 
[...borers meet in Detroit. 
The president for two hours discussed the strike situa­ 
tion with E. F. Grable, chief of the maintenance of way em­ 
ployes organization, who came to Washington from Chicago 
for the conference and with Fred L. Feiek, executive of the 
same organization. 
As the result of this conference, as announced in a 
white house statement, the president received for the first 
time direct information as to the workers sides of the contro­ 
versy and was afforded an opportunity to present direct to a 
recognized representative of the employes the position of the 
government. 
Another result, announced after conference by Mr. 
> Grable, consists of a call for a meeting at the first of next 
week in Detroit of the grand officers of the maintenance of 
way brotherhoods 
to decide on a policy, 
presumably on 
whether that organization shall continue to withhold the au­ 
thorized strike order or whether it shall allow its members 
to join the striking shopmen. 
While the conference between the president and Mr. 
Grable and Mr. Feick was in progress, Senator Cummins an­ 
nounced that hearings soon would be started by the senate 
interstate commerce commission to initiate revision of the 
transportation act so as to remedy faults which have been 
shown to exist throughout development of the present trouble 
in the railroad labor situation. 
Senator Cummins indicated that the first effort would 
/be to amend the statute so as to guarantee a fair living wage 
to railroad workers and a second endeavor would be to pro­ 
vide penalties for violation either by railroads or by workers 
of the orders of the railroad labor board.

REFORM PLANNED 
FOR HOUSE OF LORDS

LONDON. July 15.—The reform of 
| the house of lords 
is a perennial 
problem in British politics, and ac­ 
cording to many astute political ob­ 
servers, it may prove to be the rock 
on w'hich the coalition cabinet will 
split. 
It is considered more than 
possible that this will be the result 
if the present government insists on 
grasping the nettle firmly. 
It is generally said that the con­ 


servatives want to reform the upper 
house of parliament by making It an 
iron 
clad 
permanent 
conservative 
body, while the liberals are striving 
to dilute its conservatism as much 
as possible. 
The government of former Fremier 
Asquith reformed the lords by taking 
away Its power to kill bills originat­ 
ing in the house of commons, al­ 
though it can postpone them by an 
annual vote for three years. 
The 
principal motive for this reform was 
to make liberal Irish legislation pos­ 
sible. 


The upper house Tuesday will deal 
with 
proposals of Premier Lloyd 
George’s 
cabinet, which 
resemble 
more a declaration of principles than 
a definite plan of reform. 
The gov­ 
ernment proposes that the member­ 
ship of the house of lords consist of 
350 members. 
According to the present plan, the 
house shall consist in addition to 
peers of royal blood and law lords, 
of members elected from outside, in­ 
cluding hereditary peers elected ay 
their order and members nominated 
by the crown, the number of the lat­ 


ter to be fixed by statute. The terms 
of the elected lords also would be fix­ 
ed by statute, and they would be eli­ 
gible for re-election. 
The government proposes that the 
lords shall not reject or amend fin­ 
ancial bills, and the question whether 
a given bill is a financial bill would 
be decided by a joint committee of 
the two houses 
Everybody apparently agrees that 
th • present membership and working 
of the house of lords are unsatisfac­ 
tory.

AND WHEREAS, we have noticed that more than an 
ordinary number of people are often to be found on Ohio 
Street, and on Engineer Street where they approach the rail­ 
road right-of-way of the Missouri Pacific Railroad Company, 
and that this fact makes it appear that the restraining order 
is not being complied with in good faith, owing to the fact that 
the casual observer cannot know which persons are in sym­ 
pathy with the strike, and cannot know what efforts are be­ 
ing made by the defendants to prevent such assemblies, 


Therefore all persons in sympathy with the strike are 
urgently requested to avoid all such assemblies, and the city 
and county officers are urgently requested to disperse all 
assemblies of people at or neaV the railroad properties, ex­ 
cept such assemblies as shall take place to transact necessary 
business not connected with the promotion of the strike.

chiefs of W est African coast tribes,

With their numerous wives and 40 
servants, the big chiefs are lodged in 
I barracks near the Bois de Boulogne. 
When asked what was the first thing 
they wanted to se up on their arrival 
a spokesman, In fairly good French 
replied: 
‘ Big Chief Foch.”

LOW IN CTT RACE 


ST. LOUIS. July 15 — H. E. Honey- 
well/pilot of the “Uncle Sam,’’ one of 
the three American entrants in the 
International balloon 
race for 
the 
Gordon Bennel cup, starting from 
Geneva, Switzerland, August 6, hopes 
to win first honors by flying as low 
as possible and staying In the air lon­ 
ger 
than 
other 
entrants, 
thereby 
making more distance. 
Expecting to land in Russia, Capt. 
Honeywell said his plan of flight 
probably w'ould 
be 
different 
from 
that of most of his opponents in the 
race, which is the fourth interna­ 
tional event he has entered. 
"Other entrants probably will fly 
over the Alps/' he continued, “and 
the altitude necessary to accomplish 
this will greatly shorten their time 
in the air, and their distance. A bal­ 
loon which flies over the Alps can­ 
not stay in the air more than 24 
hours. 
“I expect to get out of Switzerland 
either through Rhone Valley to the 
south or throw the Rhine Valley on 
the north. 
I want to fly as low as 
possible— keeping 
always 
below 
8.000 feet if I can manage it—and 
will be able therefore to remain in 
the air perhaps as long as 48 hours. 
“If I find It 
necessary 
to 
cross 
any mountains, I may have to rise to 
18.000 feet or more, but this I hope 
to avoid. 
If my plans go as I expect 
I will land in Russia.’*

TRY TO KEEP RACE 
FROM EXTINCTION 
HONOLULU. T. H., July la —Ha- 
waii’s great human experiment—col­ 
onization of lands on the island 
of 
Molokai by Hawaiians and part Ha­ 
waiians in an endeavor to rehabili­ 
tate 
the 
dying 
race—has 
every 
chance of success, in the opinion of 
Dr. Elwood Mead, dean of the col­ 
lege of agriculture of the University 
of California and head of the Cali­ 
fornia state land development board, 
expressed after Dr. Mead had made 
a survey of the lands available. 
Dr. Mead was brought to Hawaii 
by the Homes commission, which is 
charged w'ith carrying on the project 
under the Congressional act provid­ 
ing for the experiment, in order that 
the committee might have the bene­ 
fit of his advice and 
experience 
gained from colonization projects in 
California. 
Dr. Mead’s main criticism of the 
plans of the commission was that 
the land allotted to each settler— 
twenty acres—would be too large, as 
it has been ascertained in California 
that a family without capital resour­ 
ces could not cultivate successfully 
more than 
from three to eleven 
acres of irrigated land. 
Governor Wallace 
R. Farring­ 
ton. 
ex-officio 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Homes commission, pointed out that 
tile rehabilitation law' provides 
a 
minimum of 20 acres homesteader 
and that an amendm ent by Congress 
would be necessary before farms of 
lesser area could be allotted. 
The commission announced 
that 
three families will be placed on the 
lands in August and four more lots 
would be ready for 
occupancy 
in 
September. 
A total of 22 lots will 
comprise the first rehabilitation set­ 
tlement and the rem ainder are ex­ 
pected to be occupied before the end 
of the year. 


TOKIO, 
July

chants who made large fortunes dur­ 
ing the war and built themselves fine 
homes in the 
cities 
of Japan are 
sending to America and Europe for 
Japanese prints, paintings and curios 
to decorate them with. 
One New

United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
It has long been known that there 
are many lakes on the headwaters 
and islands traversed by the inside 
passage between Seattle and Skag- 


j w’ay that do not appear on any map. 
During 
the 
New York-Nome flight 
made by army aviators, lakes were 
frequently sighted which could not 
be found on the latest and most auth- 
, entic maps of the territory. Tales of 
. unknow n water bodies are constantly 
; being brought in 
by 
trappers and 
| prospectors. Less than a year ago a 
! lake 4*4 miles long and one-half mile 
I wide was discovered at the head of 
| Shorty Bay. This lake has over 1,000 
acres of surface area and is less than 
1*4 miles from tidewater, yet be- 
j cause of the surrounding country’s 
; rough topography has remained un- 


i known and unnamed. 
Recognizing that many of these 
I “lost lakes’’ may be sources of valu- 
\ able W'ater power, the Forest Service 
has laid plans to map this no-man’s 
land of the north by means of aerial 
photographs. 
A few' days’ flight, it 
is said, will be sufficient to cover the 
area with a degree of accuracy that 
would require many years and great 
expense to accomplish 
by ordinary 
methods. 
The work which has been approved 
by the Federal Powrer Commission, 
w'ill be done by seaplane, flying from 
Ketchikan as a base.

ent, use a poisonous spray as follow’s: 
Arsenate of lead paste, tw’o to four j every’ farm laying one hundred eggs 
pounds, or arsenate of lead powder per year. 
one to tw’o pounds and fifty gallons 
of water. 
Add to the above spray 
one pound of fresh stone lime which 
has been slacked, to each pound of 
arsenate of lead or either the paste 
or dry form. 
In small quantities, 
use one to two tablespoons full of 
dry arsenate of lead to one gallon 
of water. 
W hen the above spray is used on 
plants like cauliflower and cabbage, 
which have waxy leaves, better re­ 
sults will usualy be obtained by ad­ 
ios lo the spray two to four pounds 
of dissolved laundry soap to each fif­ 
ty gallons of w’ater. 
This wdll make 
the spray adhere to the leaves. 
There need be no fear of poison to 
the people w’ho eat the tomatoes 
from sprayed plants. 
It is estimat­ 
ed that one would have to eat the 
spray that falls on a barrel of to- 
mates at one time before the poison 
would be sufficient to effect them. 
Potato Bugs. 
The above arsenate of lead spray 
will also control

squash and melon bugs that may be 
found upon your truck crops.
